City  man  set  for  coin  sale

An  Iowa  City  man  will  help  Iowa  sell 
500  half  dollars  minted  in  1946  for  the 
state’s  centennial. 

The  man,  Dean  G.  Oakes,  has  been 
appointed  to  the  special  coin  sale  com¬ 
mittee  by  Gov.  Terry  Branstad.  Oakes  has 
been  an  active  numismatist  (coin  expert)  in 
Iowa  City  for  30  years. 

The  coins  will  be  sold,  probably  in 
1995,  to  raise  money  for  Iowa's  ses- 
quicentennia!  in  1996. 

To  celebrate  the  centennial.  100,000 
coins  were  minted,  and  99,000  were  sold 
for  $2.50  to  Iowans  and  $3  to  out-of-state 
collectors.  In  November  1948,  then-Gov. 
Robert  D.  Blue  placed  the  remaining  1,000 
coins  in  a  safe  deposit  box  in  Des  Moines. 

Last  week.  State  Treasurer  Michael  F. 
Fitzgerald  and  a  small  group  of  numis¬ 
matists  examined  500  of  the  coins.  Oakes 
was  invited,  but  was  unable  to  attend. 

The  coins  were  in  mint  condition,  the 
experts  said.  One  said  the  coins  could 
bring  $500  or  more  each. 

The  final  500  coins  will  be  sold  in  2046, 
at  Iowa’s  200th  birthday.

Governor,  Terry  Brandstad  picked  long  time 
Iowa  Numismatist  Dean  Oakes  to  be  on  a 
committee  to  sell  500  Iowa  Commemorative  half 
dollars.  The  funds  from  the  sale  of  the  coins 
will  be  used  to  finance  Iowa's  bicentennial 
celebration  in  1996.  The  coins  that  were  minted 
in  1946  for  the  Iowa  Statehood  Centennial  are 
half  of  a  1000  pieces  that  were  put  away  in  1948 
to  be  used  for  this  purpose.  The  other  half 
will  be  sold  for  the  celebration  in  2046.  Oakes 
is  an  Iowa  numismatist  having  been  in  the  coin 
business  since  1962  in  Iowa  City  and  a  member  of 
Professional  Numismatists  Guild.  The  Governor 
expressed  his  satisfaction  of  having  a  numismatist 
on  the  committee  so  that  collectors  interest  would 
be  served.  Part  of  Oakes'  duties  will  be  to  try 
to  collect  input  from  collectors  in  the  state  of 
Iowa  and  Commemorative  collectors  in  general  as 
to  what  method  of  distribution  and  sales  should 
Ipe  used.  A$  in  the  first  issye  of  half  dollars 
in  1946  it  is  felt  that  the  citizens  in  the  state 
of  Iowa  should  have  first  chance  at  buying  one  of 
these  coins.  Oakes  would  be  glad  to  receive  any 
suggestions  on  the  distribution  of  these  coins.
